So last month, Congeess was 
presented with another bill, this 
time calling for $2.2 billion to 
take care of the second devalua- 
tion. So in less than 18 months, 
the United States has had to put 
in almost $4 billion more to 
make up for the reduced value 
of the dollars which we had al- 
ready given.

But when your five 
pounds is added to the five 
pounds everyone else in the 
State and nation produces, it 
doesn’t take much arithmetic to 
realize a lot of garbage has to 
go somewhere 

Many people are concerned, 
not only because we're running 
out of places to put trash- 
many large cities and some 
small ones now have to haul 
solid waste over a hundred 
miles to the nearest available 
Sanitary landfill--but aiso be- 
cause most of the products we 
throw away can be recycled to 
use again. Throwing away met- 
als that grow scarcer every day 
and paper that was used only 
once is incredibly wasteful, as 
more and more people are com- 


ing to realize. Paper, glass and: 


metals can be recycled easily, 
often taking less energy to pro- 
cess the second time around 
than the first. 

The Alabama Envtronmental 
Quality Association has pre- 
pared a booklet which outlines 
the procedure for setting upa 
citizens’ recycling center.

- FULL PRODUCTION 

Coffee County farmers are 
making plans for the coming 
crop year. With the expected 
increase in acreage, due to the 
release of Government set- 
aside acreage, the emphasis is 
on “full production.” We need 
to be ever conscious of the ca- 
pabilities and limitations of our 
land. The secret lies in farm 
planning. When considering 
what crops to grow on a par- 
ticular plot of land, most far- 
mers think of how much they 
will receive in returns of dollars 
and cents. Butsometimes, even 
though your immediate yields 
may be great, the monetary 
value in the loss of soil on 
your cropland cannot be calcu- 
lated. This loss comes from 
farming land unsuited for cer- 
tain crops. 

A careful study of your soils 
and the slope of your land will 
help you decide on the best pos- 
sible land use. SCS technicians 
are available and will help you 
make plans. These plans may 
be incorporated into any changes
